UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
FOR FARM WORKERS 

Last week or perhaps even this 
week you should have received a 
pamphlet from the Canadian Un¬ 
employment Insurance Commission. 
This will be sent out to individuals 
who employ agricultural and horti¬ 
cultural workers. The pamphlets 
contain important information on 
the new unemployment insurance 
regulations that will come into 
effect on April 1st. 

It is imperative that the infor¬ 
mation be carefully read and that 
the detachable portion of the pam¬ 
phlet be completed and returned 
to the Unemployment Insurance 
Office, regardless of whether or 
not the individual employs an in¬ 
surable worker o r anticipates 
doing so in the future. Prompt 
action will avoid unnecessary de¬ 
lays and copld save the employer 
extra costs later on. 

When the detachable portion of 
the pamphlet is returned, the in¬ 
formation will be evaluated to de¬ 
termine whether the individual 
needs to register for a license, en¬ 
titling him to purchase unemploy¬ 
ment insurance stamps for his em¬ 
ployees. If this is the case, an ap¬ 
plication form will be sent to him 
which should be completed and re¬ 
turned immediately. Upon receipt 
for this form, a license and an 
* Employer’s Handbook on Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance” will be sent 
out. There is no charge for the 
license. 

C.UF SCOURS 

“An Ounce of Prevention is bet¬ 
ter than pound of Cure,” so says 
a tired old expression. This is 
quite true with calf scours. Some 
practical methods of prevention for 
scours are: (1) calves must have 
colostrum or first milk from cows 
within a very few hours of birth; 
(2) encourage cows to calve away 
from buildings and feed lots where 
disease organisms are likely to be 
concentrated; (3) feed the cow 
well enough so she will produce 
a healthy calf and milk heavier; 
(4) protect calves from rough 
weather after birth; (5) often you 
can disinfect the navel of the new¬ 
born calves with ordinary iodine 
solution if they are near the yard; 
(6) if you buy calves, keep them 
separate for some time after pur¬ 
chase; (7) if you have a scours 
outbreak, vitamins and some sulfa 
drugs or antibiotics which can be 
be injected or given by mouth are 
helpful as soon as possible after 
birth; (8) contact your local 
veterinarian before the problem be-

The image of the labor union as a voluntary de¬ 
mocratic organization has been badly tarnished in 
connection with the upcoming world’s fair at Montreal. 
For a promise of “labor peace” from organized labor, 
the management of Expo ’67 agreed with two rival 
office workers unions that its white collar employees 
— now numbering 175, but to total 300 to 400 later 
on — would have to join up or be fired. 

The deal was made last November, but the fair’s 
secretaries, stenographers, clerks and other office 
staff were informed only three months later, when 
they were told that union dues would be about $3 per 
member per month and that their sole choice was 
between a union affiliated with the Canadian Con¬ 
gress of Labor or one affiliated with the Quebec- 
based Confederation of National Trade Unions. 

Not unnaturally, most of the fair’s office em¬ 
ployees balked. Their complaint did not get far. “You 
have to choose between hanging or choking,” Jean- 
Claude Menard of the Montreal Labor Council told 
them bluntly. The outraged employees referred to 
their constitutional liberties, the bill of rights, and 
appealed by telegram to Prime Minister Pearson and 
Trade Minister Sharp. In the end, a compromise of 
sorts was arranged, although Mr. Menard was not 
proved entirely wrong. Present employees will not be 
fired for not joining a union, but all future employees 
must join, and the unions will have a checkoff of 
union dues from their pay. 

Actually, the white collar workers are only a 
small part of the picture. The agreement quietly 
worked out last November provided that in return 
for a no-strike promise from the unions, the Expo ’67 
corporation would compel union membership from its 
own employees as well as those of all contractors, 
participants and concessionaires involved in building, 
maintaining and operating the exhibition in Montreal 
in 1967. That captive union membership may be tem¬ 
porary but it will be substantial in numbers — and 
the total of monthly dues will be substantial in 
dollars. 

But as Mr. Menard told the objecting office 
workers, if the unions had not given their no-strike 
pledge, there would have been no fair at all. And, 
again, in view of the power of unions, he may not 
be entirely wrong.

The Alberta Field Force, 
enlisted in 1885, was unique 
in the annals of the 
northwest. 

Its leader, Tom Strange, had 
put aside the scarlet 
uniform of the Royal 
Artillery for the buckskin 
and independent life of an 
Alberta rancher. When the 
Nor-West Rebellion flared, 
he hastily recruited a 
rugged force of Alberta 
cowpunchers, homesteaders, 
bank tellers and clerks. 
Farmers even left their 
spring seeding to join 
the brigade. 

With a small but courageous 
column of mounted police 
and riflemen, they marched 
from Macleod to Edmonton 
and Fort Pitt, a distance 
further than any other force 
during the rebellion. They 
fought the last decisive 
battle against the Cree 
at Frenchman’s Creek. 
General Tom Strange helped 
carry his wounded home 
from the field, then returned 
quietly to ranching. Today, 
he is remembered as 
“The Buckskin Brigadier", a 
proud figure in the history 
of OUR ALBERTA.
